GOOD FELLOWSHIP. 


———s 


Loud in its praise of the justice 
of British rule and the governing 
and bindirg principle of liberty 
which underlies the work of 
British statesmen, 
Times had a leading article yes- 
terday dwelling on the theme of 
Empire Day. In it an appeal is 
made fora better understanding 
between Britain and China, with 
patticular referenc? to Ewacg- 
tung Province, so that thera may 
be ushered in a happy period of 
‘political. ecoromic and social 
relationship which will enhance 
the prosperity aad well-being of 
the two territories. There is 
note of regret that the leaders 
of affairs in the South have to 
seek far to find s spirit of sym- 
pathy and honest co-operation, 
but the right hand of goodfellow- 
ship is held out, none the less. 

Recognising the gracefat tribute 
«hich has been paid Britain, we 
Lasten to say that, in spite of 
occasional differences of opinion, 
there is amongst Britishers in 
Hongkong, official and unofficial, 
an honest desire to see China 
win through ,in the struggle 
she is making for better govern- 
ment and a larger national con- 
aciousness, There are, of course, 
Britishers who talk loudiy and 
ignorantly on-affairs Chinese and 
who, did they know. it, are 
doing disservice to their 
own country by adopting absard 
attitudes. But that, we suppose, 
is so.in another way of some 
Chinese also. But these are not 
the people whose views really 
count. Britain's traditional 
friendship for Chins is as warm 
to-day as ever itwas. Thas fact 
was amply’ shown at the 
Washington Conference, and we 
base it on the word of Dr 
Wellington Koo that “much of 
the success of that gatheriag 
from the Cainese viewpoint was 
due to the British.”

China’s Judicial System. 


. A correspondent forwards us a 
marked copy. of the address 
delivered by Dr. J.G. Schurman, 
U. & Minister to Peking, to the 
American Chamber of Commerce 
at Shanghai, so abridged report 
of which we published at the 
tire. Tbe passage marked by 
our correspondent refers to extra- 
territorial rights, which Dr. 
Schurman desertbes a5 an an- 
omaly and a grave derogation 
from tbe sovereignty of China; 
but the U.S. Minister is equally 
cormpelled to admit that the ex- 
isting system has baen the only 
means of affording adequate 
protection for: the person. and 
property of foreigners. In re- 
lation to the abolition of “extrali- 
ty” Dr. Scburman pointed out 
the need not only of “modern” 
codes and courts, but of 4 
well-trained. judiciary, acd, 
above all, the babit of settling 
disputes “yon the basis of Inw and 
equity alone, without any regard 
for influence, intimidation, re- 
wards, squeeze, or any other 
form of gross or insidious graft 
and corruption.” As a matter of 
fact, we bave more than once 
expressed ourselves in « similar 
sense. The Republic has made 
considerable progress, everything 
considered, in.the preparation of 
codes; but by themselves these 
do not- count for much. Almost 
everything depends upon the 
due administration of justice. 
We have Istely bad « con- 
spicnous example in the 
Chan case of how the Soutb 
China Government bas been 
diverted from the ordinary course 
of law by the clamour of # mob. 
Foreigners cannot be expected to 
fee! confidence in Chinese justice 
while such things are tolerated.
